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MAY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.64 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  milk  to  handlers  under  the  Fort  Wayne  milk 
order  during  May  1961  will  receive  a minimum  price  of  $3.64  per  hundredweight  for  milk 
testing  3.5%.  This  price  is  25  cents  higher  than  the  May  price  a year  ago  and  the 
highest  May  price  for  Fort  Wayne  order  milk  since  1952.  For  milk  having  a higher  or 
lower  test  than  3.5%  the  butterfat  differential  per  point  is  7.4  cents.  The  computa- 
tion of  these  prices  and  other  information  is  shown  on  the  following  pages. 

MARKET  STATISTICS 

977  producers  delivered  17,609,501  pounds  of  milk  to  21  handlers  under 
the  Fort  Wayne  order  during  May  1961.  The  average  daily  milk  production  per  farm  was 
581  pounds.  A year  ago  in  May  the  average  production  was  437  pounds.  67.8%  of  this 
milk  was  used  in  Class  X as  fluid  milk  items.  The  Class  I price  in  May  was  $4.43. 

SEASONAL  PRICING  PLAN 

The  amended  Fort  Wayne  order,  that  became  effective  May  1,  1961,  con- 
tains a plan  designed  to  encourage  seasonally  level,  milk  production.  This  type  plan 
is  often  referred-  to  as  a "Louisville  Plan." 

In  comparison  to  the  seasonal  pricing  plan  in  the  old  order,  when  the 
handler  paid  a Class  I price  that  varied  from  75  cents  over  the  manufacturing  price 
in  April,  May  and  June  to  $1.60  in  October,  November  and  December,  and  $1.15  in  the 
other  months,  they  now  pay  for  their  Class  I milk  at  $1.20  over  the  basic  price  in 
all  months . 


During  April,  May  and  June,  a reserve  fund  is  established  from  the 
handlers  milk  payments.  This  fund  will  amount  to  around  35  cents  a hundredweight 
on  the  producer  milk  delivered  during  May  and  June  1961.  The  money  in  the  fund  will 
be  added  to  the  uniform  price  computations  for  milk  delivered  during  September, 
October  and  November.  This  will  result  in  higher  prices  to  producers  during  these 
months  of  normally  low  milk  production.  Under  this  plan  farmers  are  expected  to 
gain  substantially  by  limiting  their  spring  production  and  increasing  their  fall 
production .
